The body of Wincliffe was dis- 
covered by an Oakland fisherman 
and was brought into the city by 
the police authorities of Richmond 
Sunday. 

During the inquest last night, six 
witnesses were examined, and the 
verdict was that the man came to 
his death by accidental drowning. 

The jury was made up of C. K. 
Sehmidt, foreman: J. C. Thornton, 
C. F. Westwood, €. ¢. Garde!la, E 
R. Edlund, M. W. Morgan and Wil- 
liam Pennington. 

The recommendation and censure 
of the jury were as follows: 

We recommend that the Oakland 
Towboat and Barge Company equip 
the barges with safety appliances. 

We further recommned that a 
rowhoat be carried on the barges 
for the safety of inexperienced men. 

We censure the Oakland Towboat 
and Barge Company for not hav- 
ing such safety appliances in use 
at this time.
